home of 
George Cannidy, 
whose 23-year-old daughter, Lola 
was attacked and slain last week. 
There a dozen or more shots were 
pumped into the body and it was 
further m utilated by knives. 
Taken From Jail 
Neal was taken from jail at Bru­ 
ton, Alabama, early Friday and held 
captive near here, while word was 
spread for “all white folks” to come 
and see the lynching.
